HOUSING. 


Two  Notices  wore  sorvod  undor  Soc.  9 of  tho  Housing 
Act  1936  requiring  repairs,  which  woro  carrlod  out  by  tho  ov/nors. 

A Notico  was  also  issued  undor  Soc.  35  of  the  F.H.A. 

1936  requiring  tho  cleansing  of  No,  3,  Bolvodoro  Road,  This  v/as 
compllod  with,  but  tho  tenant  has  not  roforr.iod,  and  constant 
revisiting  noods  to  tako  place. 

With  roropoct  to  'cho  provision  of  now  Council  Houses^' 
work  was  comiaoncod  on  tho  1st  Contract  of  23  new  housos  on  22,7.46. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 


The  water  supply  for  tho  area  was  satisfactory  in 
quantity  throu^out  tho  yoar,  El{^t  samples  of  water  wore  sub-' 
nitted  to  tho  Countios  Public  Hoalth  Laboratorios  for  baotoriolo- 
giCal  oxaminationj  and  all  of  thorn  woro  satisfactoryi^  No  chonical 
analysis  was  riado* 

FACTORIES  ACT,  1957, 

No  action  was  roqulrod  to  bo  taken  during  tho  yoar,

Ono  roquo0t  was  mado  for  tho  occupior  to  provide  a 
rofuso  rocoptaclo.

Those  promlsos  wore  takon  into  use  for  tho  curing  and 
storage  of  fish.  Whon  inspoctod  it  was  found  that  no  proper  water 
supply  oxistod'and  tho  promises  v/oro  quite  unsuitablo  for  tho 
curing  of  fish,  Tho  morchant  discontinuod  tho  uso  of  samo  upon 
roquost. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT^  1956,  SEC,  75, 

Tho  roplaconont  of  dofoctivo  dustbins  was  roquirod  of 
owners  in  rospoct  to  83  promisos  at  tho  ond  of'Octobor.  20  of 
thoBo  had  boon  roplacod  at  tho  ond  of  tho  year.

In  February  tho  refuse  dump  and  playing  fiold  v/as 
dealt  with  successfully.  In  tho  aut'uinn  tho  whole  of  tho  built«» 
up  aroa  of  tho  District  was  Inspoctod  for  rat  infestation,  and  an 
operator  was  loaned  from  tho  Essox  War  Agricultural  Exocutivo 
Cornmittoo ' to  carry  out  this  work  followed  by  troatmont  of  infostod 
dwellings*  Notices  woro  sorvod  upon  tho  occupiors  of  business 
promisGS*  ' Nearly  500  doad  rats  woro  pickod  up  and  tho  oporation 
was  gonorally  succossful#
